CLUB MEMBER 
I am a Junior Agricultural Club 
member, raiaintr pur* bred Rhode 
Island Red chickens. We have raised 
these birds for four years and 
no other kind on the farm. I 
been a club member for two years 
and have enlisted for this year. I 
have kept an accurate record durlntt 
this time, keeping a daily record on 
what eggs I get which is as follows: 
January 1, 1920 we had on the farm 
132 hens and pulleta. on February 30, 
graded and sold off 65 leaving 77. 
Our egg production during that year 
was 1175. We raised a nice bunch 
of pullets.

The secretary of stute's office deuls 
with foreign uffulrs and the repre- 
sentutlves of foreign countries were 
the guests on the occuslon.
